THE AMERICAN TRACT SOCIETY.
TfTK BtAVKKY (Jl'KBTION AQA1N.EXCITINS DIBATB.
The thirty fourth anuual meeting of the American Tract

Society was hold yesterday at the Academy of Music, and,
as usual, their proceedings wero enlivened by the Intro,
ductlon and discussion of the interminable topic of sla>
very, riocoiomiul herself never drew together a fuller
house, cor afforded her auditors more entertainment.
The business meeting was announced to be held at nine

o'clock Id the forenoon, and at that hour the mooting ill
celled to order by the President, Chief Justice Will amy,
of Connecticut, who celled upon the Rev. Gardner Spring,
D. I)., to ad dices the throne of grace.

After the prayer, Rev. Dr. Die Witt, chairmen OT tho
Executive Committee, submitted a brief statement, aa
follows:.

Hefore the eoclety engages In Its business, I desire, intbe uame of the Executive Committee, to offer some remarkswhich will occupy but a few momeiits. The rec.uricliceof another anniveisary, furuishipg tho details of the
oiieraiious of the society during the pust year, is well
lilted to Inspire gratitude to the head of the church, and
rh mid draw our hearts iu common binds of faith and
ove to Him and each other. The position in which the
ociety is dow placed In the onward growth and extent of
te bt ucficent lullueuoc, leads our nnu Is to revert to tho
period of its lormatiou, thirty-four years sinoo, and to
acknow < go the divine favor which has attended it.
There are not many surviving of those who were active
in tlie coutiMilB and measures which led to the organizoton and establishment of ihis society, l'hreo of the
Executive Committee, the Treasurer, tho Chairman o£
ibo Finance Committee, the senior Secretary, anil
a'so tho Recording Secretary were prominent in
these counsels and rn <u ure«, aud the three former
were appointed to the offices they now sustain at its first
organization. Moot of those who were associated with
them at that time have ceased fr rn their labors, and enteredinto their rest.

I may here bo allowed a personal remiaiscomm. I was
then residing In a retired country charge, and was iuvited
to visit New Yoik aud lake part in tho public exercises at
tho formation of tho American Tract Society. Tno deepimpression which pervaded that scene was most marked,and all upp< ured to feel that they wore "sitting in heavenlyplacet," and that tue "dew of heaven" rested upontbern I wss kindly invited by tho Ruv Or. rfiluor, wbots
precious memory rem .ins fresh aud fragrant in the whole
Cl.iif' ati community, to diDO with him. The engrossingtopic inwg the smai> number of ChriBtlnn friends ot diP
